HARRY GOLD has positively identified photographs of 
ANATOLI A.* YAKOVLEV as being identical with his contact 


HARRY GOLD has advised that he has been engaged in 
industrial espionage since the latter part of 1935 and has been turning 
such information over to a series of contacts, mth the knowledge that 
such information was going to the Soviet Union. 

J 

Gold has advised that his contact j^^earl^lg^ was a man 
known to him as ^^SAM** and that SAM arranged for GOLD * s first meet with 
DR. EMIL FUCHS in early 1944. GOLD has advised that following his first 
meet with FUCHS and before his second meet, SAM advised GOLD that this 
was the last time they would meet and he advised GOLD to go to a spot 
on llith Street in New York City across the street from a bus 
terminal and in front of CHILDS Restaurant. SAM furnished GOLD with the 
necessary description of JOHN and the necessary password and arrangements 
in order that contact could be made between GOLD and JOHN. After 
meeting JOHN in front of CHILDS, GOLD advised that the two men took a 
short walk and entered a bar where they ordered a drink and thereafter 
were joined by SAM. 


GOLD advised that each man left the bar alone and 
independent of the other, and that arrangements were made for another meet 
with JOHN. 



On June 2, 1950, pictures of ANATOLI A. YAKOVLEV were 
exhibited to HARRY GOLD and he stated that YAKOVIEV was identical with 
his si^erlor knowi to him as JOHN. 


GOLD said all arrangements to meet Subject were made in 
advance, and that he would meet him prior to his {G0LD*s) meetings 
with FUCHS, and that OOIJ) would advise Subject if he were to get 
information fi*om FUCHS at the next meeting, and that plans would be 
set for his next meeting and alternate meeting places arranged* The 
meetings with Subject occurred not more than one hour after seeing 
FUCHS and sometimes as short as 15 minutes* 


GOLD advised Subject also had a plan for emergency 
meetings, which was that he would send GOLD two tickets to some event 
to be held in New York City, and that the date printed on the tickets 
would indicate that the meeting was to be held two or three days after 
that date. GOLD advised that a place and an hour for these meets 
were always set. 
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He advised the place was a seafood restaurant across the street from the 
Broadway stop of the Astoria Elevated Line. 

On June 12, 1950, GOLD advised that in the late afternoon 
of the week between Ctoistmas New Year*s £ ve ^ he received a 

telephone call at fiROTHMAN^s LABOi^TORY, where -he was then fcn?)loyed, and 
that he recognized the voice of JOHN, who asked if GOLD could see him at 
8 or 6830 that night, and when GOLD hesitated, JOHN stated ”At the same 
place as before GOLD stated that that evening he went to the EARLE THEATRE 
Bronx, New York, where he was to have met JOHN in January or February, 

191a6. gold stated he met JOHN inside the theatre near the men’s 
lounge, and JOHN stopped long enough to say ’’Third Avenue Bar in an 
hour”. 

GOLD proceeded to the bar and met JOHN outside, and 
the two then entered another bar. GOLD stated at first JOHN or 
YAKOVLEV was very affable and apologized for not having been at the 
I EARLE THEATRE for the earlier meeting, but that something had occurred 
I which kept JOHN from keeping appointments for some time. JOHN then 
inquired if GOLD had any material from FUCHS, and GOLD stated ’Certainly 
not” and surely YAKOVLEV knew of FUCHS’ arrest in Great Britain. 

YAKOVLEV was horrified and GOLD advised him that the story of his 
arrest had appeared in the ’’New York Herald Tribune” Sunday Edition 
in the last week of July, 19U6. Subject assured GOLD all efforts would 
be made to give assistance to FUCHS. 

YAKOVLEV then inq[uired as to yiiat kind of a job GOLD 
had in New York, and GOLD advised him he was working for ABRAHAM BROTHMAN. 
YAKOVLEV immediately said, ’’Look, don’t you know that this man 
is suspect?” GOLD advised him that he did not, and GOLD stated that 
Subject actually held his head and said, ”0h, my, why did you ever do 
such a thing?” Subject immediately jumped up from the table and walked 
out of the restaurant# GOLD followed him, and he, YAKOVLEV, 
then left GOLD in an extremely agitated mood and made no further arrange- 
ments for subsequent meetings with GOLD. 

GOLD also advised that in early July, 19ii9, he received 
a letter typewritten on a plain piece of paper in a plain envelope with 
the return address of Hotel St. George, Brooklyn, and postmarked 
Brooklyn. GOLD stated that the writer stated that he hoped that HARRY was 
well and looked forward to seeing HARRY again and that the letter 
was signed ”J0HN«* 
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GOLD stated in late October, 19h9> aii unknown Russian 
called at his house at about 8 p.m, on a Saturday night and introduced 
himself by saying, ^Remember JOHN and the doctor in New fork?” 

GOLD advised that this man then proceeded to question him about his 
testimony given before the Federal Grand Jury* The man also told 
him that both JOHN and SM were well, and that JOHN could not come 
so he was sent on that date* 


The Russian then asked GOLD why he had not kept the 
appointment with JOHN as a result of the letter, and told GOLD he 
•should have gone to the emergency meeting spot two days after the 
receipt of the letter or maybe the first Monday after the receipt of the 
letter* The Russian -mentioned the place was a seafood restaurant at the 
Broadway stop on the Astoria Elevated Line* 

The Russian then said that it had been impossible for 
JOHN to keep that appointment with GOLD at the EARLE THEATRE# 

Confidential Informant T-19, of known reliability, advised 
on March 20, 19la that ANATOLI ANTONOVICH YAKOVLEV was born May 31, 

1911 at Borisoglebsk, Russia, and from 1936 to 19itl5 he was a 
student at the Engineering and Economics Institute, Moscow, Russia* 
IAKOVLEV entered the U. S« at San Pedro, California, February by 19lil 
as a passenger aboard the SS ECUADOR and furnished as his destination 
the Soviet Consulate, New York City, Tdiere he assumed his duties as a

His wife was listed as ANASTACIA mNOV^^dOTLEVA,

NEUNSON claimed that he first met subject at the Hotel Savoy, Moscow, Russia, 
in 1930, at which time this acquaintance was very casual# NEUNSON advised 
that he believes subject was empleyed possibly as a Russian Army clerk, and 
that he, NEUNSON, was then employed by the ZERNOTRUST of Moscow and was 
attending an interpreters* school in Moscow, and that his meeting with subject 
was purely social# 

NEUNSON advised that he ne^ met subject sometime in 193^ 
and again in 1937 in Moscow. NEUNSON stated during those years subject 
addressed at least two or possibly more semi-annual conferences of technicians 
who attended the Engineering & Technical Institute in Moscow, He recalled 
that subject's addresses dealt with problems of industrial production and 
were only partly political# 

NEUNSON stated that he believed that at that time subject 
was enmloyed by the GPU and claims that he met subject on at least one 
occasion in the corridors of the GPU Building in Moscow, in which NEUNSON 
was visiting in an effort to expedite his. passport and visa for a return to 
the U. S. NEUNSON advised that s\ijj8ct never actually told him that he 
represented the GPU.

His file* reflected that 
he is a con^joser, conductor and arranger of music, and that his residence 
was located at 53 West 72nd Street, New York City* He listed his educa- 
tion as Johns Hopkins Un^ersity one term, Peabody Conservatory of 
Jfiusic, two years, Curtiss^ Institute of Music, two years* 

f also reflected that he was divorced trom his 
fomer wife, ISABEUJmEIMiJIy 

ELIZABEKp^NTLEiy, self-confessed former espionage 
courier, examined the pffture of YAKOVLEV on June9, 1950, at irtiich

HARRT GOID, self-confessed espionage agents advised on 
August 7, 1950 that beginning^with his initial espionage contact, vip to 
and through IAK07LEV, he received expense money firom all his Soviet 
superiors# GOI*D advised that during the time ha was handled by YAK071EV 
he received about $750.00 to $1,CX)0#00 for a^ense money# He also esti- 
mated that all told, he received about $2,000.00 expense money frcmi his 
Soviet superloia He advised that he furnished all his contacts with 
receipts for money received, which receipts he signed with the name 
COHEN# He also stated that the amounts received from YAKOVLEV and 
SEMENOV more closely covered his e3Q}ense8 than the sums he received 
from their predecessor# 


HARRY GOLD further advised on August l5, 1950, that at his

of the Soviet Consulate in New York City; He advised that he first 
YAKOVLEV sometime in I 9 I 4 U or 19li5t at which time he had gone to the 
Consulate to attempt to obtain a visa to visit Russia.

he was referred at the Consulate to YAKOVl^. ADCMIAN advised that l» - ^ 
wanted to visit Russia, the land of his birth, in order to observe and ^

He stated 
that he saw YAKOVLEV in Washington on one occasion, idien he had attended 
a reception at the Russian Bnbassy, given in honor of two opera singers* 
ADCMIAN stated that he travelled to Washington alone and returned to 
New York City alone by train, and that he had seen YAKOVLEV at the party, 
but had not travelled with him; He further advised that since the de- ^ 
parture of YAKOVLEV, he has had no contact or correspondenoe with him* 

ADCMIAN further advised that he had lunch with YAKOVLEV in 
restaurants near the Consulate, on about one-half of the occasions on 
which he saw YAKOVLEV* He stated that ho never wrote to YAKOVLEV, or 
had any correspOTidence with him* He also stated that he never met 
YAKOVLEV'S family* . : 

ADCMIAN described YAKOVIEV as a studious, quiet person, and 
stated that he had played Chess* He also played* an instrument in a 
village orchestra in Russia* ADCMIAN stated that he always spoke in 
the Russian language when he was with YAKOVLEV , and he also advised 
that YAKOVIEV was studying French during the time that he knew him* 

ADCMIAN aiao stated that he was never requested by YAKOVIEV 
to perform any activities for him* He stated he was never req^sted 
to deliver any message, written or oral, to any other person, by 
YAKOVLEV, nor did YAKOVIEV ever ask him to effect any introductions 
for him or any other member of the Consulate staff* - ■ - 
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iUDCSilAN also advised that he attexided a party at the Russian

ADCSHAN declined to answer the question if he was a 
member of the Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade# ADOMIAN also stated

With further reference to his enplpyment at AMTQRG, ADCBCCAN 
advised that when he first was employed there, the off ice was located 
on Fifth Avenue, but that shortly after he started working there the 
office was moved to 210 Madison Avenue* He also advised that he was 
paid semi-monthly by check* ADCMIAN also advised that he only worked 
for one plastics engineer, and that he had only made one trip with him 
to Cincinnati, Ohio, and he had also made a few trips in the vicinity

With regard to JOEL BAER, reference is made to Washington Field 
Office report dated September 7, 1950 wherein it is reported that 
Imaigration and Naturalization Service had advised that a stop 
lookout notice placed with them on a United States citizen would have 
no effect, as BIS maintains no checks against the movement of U*S* 
clti^na* - * ' - 

Mr. DANIEL J* KELLY of BB advised that idien a lookout notice 
at all ports of entry is requested by the IBI, such lookout n^lce 
includes San Juan, Puerto Rico. In the particular case of ^AKO^, 
the absence of a stop at San Juan, Puerto Rico, according to KEILY, has 
in all probability been due to a delay in processing at B© result^ 
from a lack of personnel and appropriations at that Agency. Mr. KEUiY

He advised that following his 
second trip to Boston, he had an appointment to see 
YAKOVLEV at the Earl Theater, Bronx, New York', which 
appointment was not kept by YAKOVLEV. GOLD advised that 
he himself was late for this appointment, and he was 
never sure that YAKOVLEV had not been there and left 
until YAKOVLEV apologized for not appearing at the meet- 
ing when he saw GOLD in December, 19^6. 


GOLD advised that regarding the story of the 
arrest of KLAUS FUCHS, which allegedly appeared^n the 
"New York Herald Tribune", July, 19^6, ABRAEAM^ROTHMAN 
had been attempting to determine from GOLD who GOLD*s 
contact had been, and that he had asked GOLD on numerous 
occasions, but that he had never told PROTHMAN the name 
of FUCHS.
